Aa to taking it aa It comes, we are 
compelled to do that, but as to mak- 
ing the best of it, that lies to a great 
degree In our own power.

The accumulation of counterfeit 
coins in the Treasury of the United 
8tates, representing the “captures" 
of the secrect service officers, has 
amounted In the last year to exactly 
$31,22398. Supporting that the offi- 
cers of Uncle Sam's sleuth establish- 
ment capture practically all ot the 
counterfeit coins that are produced 
(and this supposition Is probably not 
far from correct) the ratio of bad me- 
tallic money la as one dollar to lour 
thousand dollars every year. This is 
• rough estimate, snd Is based on the 
fact that government mints during 
the last year have produced upward 
ol $125,000,000 In the good coin of 
the realm. 

The relation ot counteifelt paper 
money to gennlne paper money Is 
probably about the same; so It would 
appear that the business of making 
counterfeit money Is not, from the 
standpoint of the counterfeiter, “just 
like finding It.” 

Nevertheless, counterfeits have 
been made ever since the government 
was established, and will continue to 
be made until the millennium arrives. 
Accordingly, a large staff of men is 
employed by the Treasury Depart- 
ment constantly to bring tbe counter- 
feiters to justice, and as soon as coun- 
terfeit money comes Into the hands of 
the government officers the most 
scrupulous care Is taken to preserve 
It nntll a sufficient quantity is ac- 
cumulated to call for Its destruction 
according to the rules and regulations 
of the department. 

This destruction takes place about 
once a year. A few days ago about 
five tones of tills contraband staff was 
destroyed by order of Secretary Shaw. 
The paper staff Is burned, unless It 
happens to be In the form of bank 
notes and treasury notes of such elab- 
orate snd painstaking workmanship 
that it is calculated to deceive the 
public when it appears in the circu- 
lating medium oi the country. In 
that event — and there is always a 
considerable quantity of these notes — 
they are ground np in a kind of huge 
sausage machine called a “macera- 
tor," in the basement ol the treasury 
building In Washington. 

The metallic counterfeits, together 
with all the plates, dies, presses and 
similar material captured from coun- 
terfeits by the secret service officers, 
are melted down, either at the Wash- 
ington navy yard or at a local iron 
fonndry. 

The burning of miscellaneous coun- 
terfeiters' material such as "flash” 
•paper and other stuff, takes place in 
the basement of the treasury, the ma- 
terials being thrown into the furnaces 
from which the building Is heated. 
The destruction ot this matter, how- 
ever, Is conducted with scrupulous 
care, In order to guard against any af 
the matter being abstracted, either 
with dishonest intent or for the pur- 
pose of preserving as souvenirs. The 
“destruction committee" goes down 
to the furnace room with a secret ser- 
vice detective, and while the firemen 
hold the furnace doors open, tbe stuff 
is thrown In. Not a scrap of any- 
thing is allowed to escape. 

Similar care is taken in the destruc- 
tion of coins at the iron foundry. 
The metallic stuff Is loaded into a 
wagon and driven under heavy guard 
to the ioundry. At the fonndry the 
melting down oi the matter is super- 
intended by the “destruction" com- 
mittee and at least one detective oi 
the Secret Service Bureau. When j 
the animal melting took place the 
other day a great street crowd was 
attracted to the place, under the im- j 
presslon that the foundry was on fire. 

The destruction of the paper money j 
la more interesting, possibly, than 
that of the coin. The counterfeit 
notes are tied np lu packages and car- 
ried to a room In the north end of tbe 
treasury bailding. There each pack - 1 
age is placed by a skillful operator 
under a huge descending knife, which 
is p part oi a machine used in destroy- 
ing counterfeits. After the notes 
have been cut into strips by this ma- 
chine the pieces, carefully counted 
and guarded, are carried to the mas- 
ce rating room. 

Tbe mascciating machine has not 

been Inaptly described as a • 'sausage 
machine." It Is fully four feet In 
diameter, and stands as high as a 
man’s head. The counterfeit notes 
ate thrown Into a sort of hoppar at [

varibly seized. In Chief Wilkie's of- 
fice hangs, among other curiosities, 
an oil painting representing three 
barrels filled to overflowing with 
bank and treasury notes of all de- 
nominations. Tbe painting is so 
true a re-production of the original 
notes that a careless observer — if any 
observer conld be careless upon wit- 
nessing such a sight — would at first 
take them for real money.

Weight of the Hole. 

“The heaviest hole in my experl 
ence was one that weighed 432 
pounds," said John D. Rockefeller 
He smiled faintly and resumed: 

"I happened ou this hole in m> 
younger days, when I was in the re 
fining business in a small way in 
Hartford. I bad ordered two castings 
each thirty six inches square and ter 
inches thick, the first casting to bt 
solid, and the second to have a per 
(oration abount twenty Inches in di 
ameter through its middle. Well, tbe 
foundry clerk, through some sort 
ol error, billed both castings to me us 
though they were solid, and, when I 
pointed ont his mistake, sent me a 
credit slip. He had evidently, ac- 
cording to thla slip, taken the di- 
mensions of the hole in tbe second 
casting — 10x20x20 Inches— and cal- 
culated what the weight of a 
piece of Iron of these dimensions 
would be. Then that weight, 432 
pounds, he had put down as the 
weight ol the hole, end the credit 
slip he sent me read: 

“ ‘J. D. Rockefeller, Cr., By i hole, 
weight 43a pounds, at 5c — $13 50.' 

"And that was the heaviest bole I 
have ever known."— N. Y. Tribune.
